The story told by Undo was ap-

parently in convincing detail until it
was learned that he had told
tlally tho same story beore he was
sent abroad by Hums to pick up the
individuals who plotted the outrage,
but who were not known to him by
name. Thcro wus rcaaon to bellove

that ho made little or no effort to
complete his mission, but led a
harum-scaru- life In Poland and
.Russia with his expense money, be-

coming Involved In difficulty with the
police of lK)th countries Nothing
came of his Information.

The rturns Agency was In the em-

ters caught and punished. Undo was
in tho pay of tho Hums Agency on
this work.

LJndc, when an operative from the
Department of Justice was sent to
Warsaw to find out what he was doing
became silent immediately after the
outlines of his story were made pub-
lic.

Wood waa tho only man In
tho world to whom ho would talk
freely because Wood had always given
lilm a squaro deal "even .when ho
didn't deserve It." Tlio Government
thereupon borrowed Sergt. Wood ami
is sending him tobroatl, In' the 1iopo
that Llnde may not ngaln change his
.mind' before tho yfew Vork detectives
arrival.

Brooklyn Hotel Manager and
JSxterminator Man Ar-

raigned on Charges;

Charged with "suspicion of homi-

cide" by Detective Robert J. Kelly,
acting on instructions of Medical er

Norrls, Ely Dupuy, manager
of tho Hotel Margaret and nnnex, on
Columbia Heights, Brooklyn, and Al-

bert J. Mradlclch. n professional ver-
min exterminator, woro arraigned be-

fore Maglstrato Gelsmar In Adams
Street Police Court y and. held In
$5,000 ball each for examination on
May ir. Their arraignment grew out
of tho deaths on April 28 in tho Hotel
Margaret annex of Fremont M. Jack-
son, an aged retired manufacturer,
and his wife.

About twenty-fou- r hours before the
bodies of Jackson nnd his wife were
found, Hradlclch, who had boon

by Dupuy, fumigated the ser-
vants' quarters In tho basement of tho
annex directly under the suito occu
pled by Mr and Mrs. Jackson, case.

nmdlclch thought tho rooms above
wcro vncant.

Experiments proved tho cyanogen
gns used In the fumlgntlon penetrated
through holes In tho floor to tho
nportmcnt of tho dacksons. An analy-
sis of Mr. Jackson's lungs showed tho
presence of cyanogen gas. Tho offi-

cial report of tho annlysls was made
y by Dr. A. O. Gcttlor, chief

toxicologic of tho Medical Examiner's
office, and Dr. Norrls ordered the ar-

rests.
